The chief articles of the League of 
Nations Covenant for which Mr. Wil- 
oon has so obstinately cuiUoiiiifJ and 
by which America, if she noea in, 
giuutmteea the territorial integrity of 
ill contnottQs'nattota to u fbUoiira: 

"tlie Members of the LMgn* toder- 
take to respect and presefve as 
against cxtornal aggreasion the ter- 
ritorial integrity and existing polit- 
ical independence of all Members of 
the League. In case of any such ag- 
gression or in case of any threat or 
danger ot such aggression the Council 
■hall adTlBO upon the means by ithich 
this obligation sliall be fulfilled." 

The reservation prepared by the Re- 
publican Senators and flatly rejected 
by Mr. AVllson follows: , 

"The United States assumes no ob- 
ligation to preserve the territorial tn- 
tegrfbr or political Independence of 
any other country by the employment 
of its military or naval forces, Its re- 
source.';, or any form of economic dis- 
crimination, or to interfere In any 
way in controversies relating to ter- 
ritorial integrity or political inde- 
pendence, whether members ot the 
League or not, under the provisions of 
Article 10, or to employ the military 
or naval forces of the United States,

TRUE MKESTRY OF 
SENATOR HARDING 

One of the first Hardlngs to arrive 
in America was Abraham Harding, of 
Bralntree, Mass., who came from Eng- 
land, possibly with Captain Georges, 
in lt23. Ha married BUsabetb Adams 
in 1(10. Ha became a proprietor at 
lladtfeld. Mass.. in 1650. and died 
thwe In 1866, leaving a son, Abraham, 
who was born In thit year. 

A near relative of the first Abraham 
was Stephen Harding, of Braintree 
and Providence. He was born about 
1624 and married Bridget Esten (or 
Batanoe), a aister or pther near rela- 
ttva «f Tbaaaa Bstanca. of Swaniay, 
R. L Thomu Bstapca waa a Walsh- 
man and came to America from Her- 
fordshire, England. Stephen Harding 
was admitted to membership in the 
Baptist church at Swanzey. He was a 
blacksmith. Later be rejnoved to 
Providence, where he died February 
20, 1«98. 

jaOa aon, Abraham Harding, died In 
ProitldaBoa. Novambar », 1694. laav- 
ing a widow, Deborah, and seven chil- 
dren, one of whom, Stephen, was born 
In I'rovidoncc in 1G81. He had six 
children, five of whom were sons. Two 
of these, Abraham and Stephen, were 
the sona wtaojMttladiii !W!irmring Val- 
ley. 

Abraham wu bom at Warwick, Ri 

U in 17S0. Re removed to WiUartord, 
Conn., in 1732 and in 1761 to iDrange 

county, N. J. He married Anna Dol- 
son and died In Susquehanna county. 
Pa., In 1806. Abraham Harding served 
In 'he Revolutionary war as second 
lieutenant in Colonel William Alll- 
san's regiment of New York Militia, 
being oonuntosloned bf tha provlnctol 
Congraas December 1, 1775. In 1786 
he waa appointed captain and later 
second major of his regiment His 
brother. Captain Stephen Harding, 
commanded Fort Jenkins at the time 
of the Wyoming massacre. 

Captain Abraham Harding's son, 
Abraham, Jr., was bom at Waterford, 
Conn., In 1740. Ha aooompaalad his 
father to New York atata In 1761. Tlia 
following year he retiiraed to Con- 
necticut and there murrned Huldah 
Tryon, and they settled near his fa- 
ther's farm In Orange county, .\. Y 

In 1777 he and hU family, with two 
brothers, left Orange county for the 
Connecticut settlement of "Westmore- 
land at Wyoming, where his uncle, 
Stephen, had letUad In 1769. His fa- 
ther followed th6ffl Ave years later. 

The younger .Xhrahani Harding's 
oldest son, Amos, was born at Port 
.lorvls, N. Y., March 10. 1764, and lived 
in the Wyoming Valley from 1777 to 
1800. In 17S4 he married Phoebe 
Tripp, n cousin ot lYaacto Sloe urn, 
I he "lost sister of Wyoming." In 1800 
he removed to Susquehanna county. 
Pa., and from thence to Richland 
county. Ohio, where he died In 1839. 

His third son, George Tyron Hard- 
ing, was born June 15, 1790, and died 
January 9, 1S60. He married Eliza- 
Madison May 1, 1816. Their son, 
Chas. Alexander Harding, bom April 
8. 1820, and died April 17. 1878, mar- 
ried in 1842 Mary Ann Crawford, the 
daughter of Joshua Crawford, whu 
was born In Baltimore and wa^■ the 
son of John Crawford of Irish-Scotch 
descent whose family originated in 
Scotland, It Is thought. In the Parish 
Cranford, Lanarkshire. 

Dr. Oeorge T^ron Harding, father 
of Warran 0. Rardtac. to tha. son of 
Charles Atonnder and Mary Ann 
Crawford Harding. He was born in 
1S44 and mnrrlcd Phoebe Elizabeth 
Dickerson, who was born In 1843 and 
died In 1910. She was descended from 
a Van Kirk family, which came from 
Holland about 1630, and most of 
whose deacendanu aattlad In Pennsyl- 
vania. , '•
